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ANTENNAS FOR BEGINNING HAMS 
By Max KO4TV 


Part I of a Two Part Article on Antennas 


One of the most challenging, and yet rewarding, aspects of Ham Radio is the construction and instal- 
lation of antennas. Since most, if not all, beginning Hams use commercially manufactured transceivers and 
other equipment, antennas are among the only items left to the imagination and ingenuity of beginning 
Hams. Even if you decide to purchase a commercially available antenna, there are many pitfalls to avoid. 
Just as "patriotism is the final refuge of the scoundrel," antenna advertising is sometimes the refuge of 
scoundrels, with the unsuspecting ham being the victim. Some unscrupulous vendors will advertise that 
their antennas will "punch holes through mountain ranges," "violate all laws of physics," and otherwise 
perform miracles beyond belief. As my wise old pappy always said, "Son, anything that sounds too good 
to be true usually is." So, before getting into any details of antenna construction, let us clear the air about 
their claims. 

First, we need to become familiar with the different types of antennas, their strengths and limita- 
tions, and how they compare with one another. Antennas are commonly described in several categories: 
polarization, beam width, front-to-back ratio, Radiation angle, and most importantly, GAIN! Therein lies 
the basis of most misunderstanding: an antenna 1s a passive device, and as such, can have NO gain in and 
of itself! When an antenna 1s referred to as having gain, it 1s always in comparison with another antenna, 
usually one of lesser "gain." Just as soap manufacturers always claim their products "get clothes cleaner," 
the first question should be, "gets them cleaner than what? Another soap product, or a mixture of chimney 
soot and North Carolina red mud?". The same applies to antennas. Any antenna claiming "gain" should 
specify what it is being compared to. Antenna gain performance 1s usually expressed 1n Decibels, or dB, a 
unit of measurement named for Dr. Alexander Graham Bell. 

A GB is not a fixed unit, like an inch, a gallon or a pound, but is a ratio of power, voltage, sound 
level, etc. There are two standards by which most antennas are measured: The dBi (Decibels of gain over 
an isotropic antenna), and the dBd (Decibels of gain over a half-wave dipole). The dBi is rarely used in 
Ham Radio, except for measurements of parabolic dish antennas used for microwave communications. It 
is the theoretical radiation pattern of an antenna which radiates energy equally in all directions, which is 
impossible 1n the real world. A much more common and useful measurement 1s the dBd, or Decibels over 
a half-wave dipole, which is a real antenna and is readily available for comparison to the average ham. 
The Decibel is a unit of ratio, equivalent to an increase or decrease of about 26% from the standard of 
comparison. Thus, a | dB gain represents an increase of about 26%. 2 dB represents an increase of about 
26% over the last figure, 3 dB about another 26%, and so on. Thus, as you can see, a dB 1s not a fixed 
amount, but increases or decreases in a logarithmic fashion. It is commonly termed, "A rubber yardstick." 
So, the first thing to watch out for is any manufacturer that claims a certain dB gain without specifying 
what the gain is referred to. A gain of 3 dB represents an increase of about double the previous amount. 
Thus, going from | watt to 2 watts is a 3 dB gain; also, going from 100 watts to 200 watts is a 3 dB gain! 
So, as we can easily see, a dB, in and of itself, means nothing without a previous reference point. 

That's about enough confusion for one month, so next month we will present a chart showing the 
relative gain of different types of antennas, along with the advantages and disadvantages of each.

Special guest Chan Eaton W1IFL, 
Communications Function Lead for Disaster Services 
for the Red Cross, praised the group for their support

dressed some of the future plans that the Red Cross has for modernizing its communications capabilities. 


Those in attendance shared a variety of thoughts on what was done well during the disaster. It was overwhelm- 
ingly agreed that amateur operators did an exemplary job at the shelters, the EOC's, and anywhere that they were 
needed. Operators helped across county lines, as this disaster clearly had no county boundaries. Gary Pearce 
KN4AQ passed around the February issue of CQ that highlighted local efforts during the storm. 


As far as suggestions for improvement, ideas focused around the development of overall preparedness, including 
individual responsibility regarding radio maintenance and knowledge, alternative power sources, and self- 
sufficiency. 


Members are encouraged to keep their skills up to date by regularly participating in the local nets, such as PCTN 
and the Wake ARES nets.

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EARLY RARS SUPPORTER W4HUW 


Most of the present members of RARS are probably unaware of the role that one of the early supporters of RARS, 
Max Silvers, W4HUW SK, actually played in helping to establish our new fledgling organization. I sorry to report 
that Max died at the age of 87 on Monday, January 13th 2003. 


When the RARS club was still just a few months old a regular meeting place had still not been found. Max contacted 
me (I was the first president of RARS) to see 1f we would be interested in meeting in the State Civil Defense area in 
the sub-basement of the Jones Street Building. He was then serving as Radio Engineer for the State Department of 
Civil Defense in that facility. 


Needless to say, we literally jumped at that opportunity and used the facility for some years until we outgrew it, and 
coincidentally, the state needed to use that area for other purposes. 


Max, W4HUW (or hungry uncle Willie, as he identified himself on the air) assumed a lot of extra responsibility and 
extended his work day significantly by serving as club sponsor because he had to be present during any period of 
time that we occupied the facility. His efforts were most appreciated. He met with us and supported us in all ways 
possible in those early years. And, those were growing years for RARS. Most radio clubs in that era usually had 
quite small memberships. We watch with great pleasure as the roster reached for 100, which was four or five times 
the usual club's size. 


It was also in that time frame that we put the first RARS repeater (W4DW - 146.64 mHz) on the air using tired old 
Motorola Railroad hardware. But, it worked and served us well for years. 


Max also ran interference for RARS into the Governor's office. Bob Scott was governor at that time, and RARS en- 
joyed the full support of that governor. Those were interesting times! 


RARS owes a lot to good old Max!

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KID’S DAY (Front Cover)

Kid's Day is an ARRL activity, designed to expose young people to amateur radio. It occurs 
twice a year, in January and June. Kid's Day is a time to invite young people (licensed or not) into your 
shack and give them the opportunity to talk with other kids around the country or in other countries. 
Traditionally, the kids exchange their name, age, location and favorite color. Frequencies are recom- 
mended in the 20, 15 and 10 meter bands. 

This past Kid's Day, the IRLP operated a national net for those without HF access, or who 
couldn't fight the propagation problems. Some special adult stations are usually on, giving the kids a 
special contact. For example, WSRRR at NASA/Johnson Space Center where the astronauts take 
classes for their ham licenses, usually operates every Kid's Day. The operators encourage the kids to 
"keep your eyes on the skies, look to the stars, and follow your dreams." WSRRR's QSL has several 
color photos of the Space Shuttle, and kids really like it! 

Hopefully, with this hands-on experience on-the-air, young people talking with other young 
people over the magic of ham radio, will want to eventually obtain their own ham license. They may 
even grow up to enjoy Field Day. Colorful certificates for each child can be downloaded from the 
ARRL website to commemorate their participation in Kid's Day.
